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The  Minimum  weighted  average  uniform  price  to  be  paid  producers  for  November  milk  at 
Chattanooga  area  pool  plants  is  $6.22  and  at  Gadsden,  Alabama  pool  plant  is  $6. Oh. 
These  are  hundredweight  prices  for  milk  containing  3-5  percent  butterfat  and  are 
subject  to  a butterfat  differential  of  8.0  cents  per  point  (one-tenth  per  cent)  or 
4.0  cents  per  half  point  variation  above  or  below  3-5  percent. 

In  November  1968,  82.1$  of  the  producer  milk  received  by  pool  plants  was  priced  in 
Class  I at  $6.62  per  cwt . (less  l8  cent  location  differential  at  Gadsden,  Alabama 
pool  plant)  and  17-9$  was  priced  in  Class  II  at  $4.27  per  cwt.  The  November  butter- 
fat differential  for  Class  I was  8.1  cents  and  Class  II  was  7-7  cents. 

Total  producer  milk  received  during  November  1968  was  26,562,608  pounds  which  is  an 
increase  of  9> 164,667  pounds  or  52.7$  compared  with  November  1987-  The  November 
daily  average  deliveries  per  farm  from  721  producers  was  1,228  pounds.  This  compares 
to  549  farms  delivering  a daily  average  of  1,056  pounds  per  day  during  November  1967. 

US DA  RECOMMENDS  FEDERAL  MILK  ORDER  FOR  GEORGIA 

Establishment  of  a federal  milk  marketing  order  to  regulate  the  handling  of  milk  in 
Georgia  has  been  recommended  by  the  U-  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  recommen- 
dation is  based  upon  a public  hearing  held  in  Atlanta  on  June  11-14,  at  which  the 
major  dairy  farmer  groups  in  the  state  went  on  record  in  favor  of  the  new  order. 


The  proposed  order,  if  issued,  would  set  minimum  prices  to  dairy  farmers  on  all  milk 
sold  in  Georgia  except  in  eight  northern  counties  . Those  excluded  are  Catoosa,  Dade, 
Chattooga,  Fannin,  Murray,  Walker,  and  Whitfield  counties  which  are  now  part  of  the 
Chattanooga  milk  order  area,  and  Rabun  County  which  is  not  under  any  milk  order. 

As  recommended,  the  Class  I price  would  be  computed  by  adding  $2.10  to  the  basic 
formula  price--Minnesota-Wisconsin  price  series . Also,  through  April  1969,  the 
Class  I price  would  be  increased  by  providing  for  a minimum  basic  formula  price  of 
$4.33  and  adding  an  additional  20  cents.  If  the  proposed  order  had  been  in  effect 
during  November  1968,  the  Class  I price  would  have  been  $6.63  for  milk  containing 
3.5  percent  butterfat.  For  milk  of  4 percent  butterfat  content,  a pricing  basis 
that  has  been  used  in  this  market,  the  Class  I price  would  currently  be  $7-04. 

Through  the  marketwide  pool.,  all  dairy  farmers  would  receive  a uniform  price  for 
their  milk  regardless  of  how  the  milk  is  used.  Payments  from  all  handlers  for  all 
classes  of  milk  would  be  combined,  then  averaged,  and  paid  out  to  the  farmers  at 
a uniform  or  blend  price  per  hundredweight .
